Th« Local Paper a Moat Useful 
Agency on the Farm—The Press, 
Pulpit and School a Trinity of 
Influence Thht Must Be 
Utilized In Building 
Agriculture.

A broad campaign of publicity on 
the subject of rural life Is needed in 
' this state today to bring the problems 
‘ of the farmers to the forefront. The 
^ city problems are blazoned upon the 
front pages of the metropolitan dall¬ 
ies and echoed in the country press, 
but the troubles of the farmers are 
I seldom told, except by those who 
seek to profit by the story, and the 
. glitter of the package ofttlmes ob- 
■ Bcures the substance. A searching in¬ 
vestigation into the needs of the 
fanners will reveal many inherent de- 
, fects hi our economic system that can 
be easily remedied when properly un- 
, derstood and illuminated by the pow¬ 
er of the press. 

The rural press, the pulpit and the 
school are a trinity of powerful in¬ 
fluences that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest capacity before he can 
occupy a commanding position in public 
affairs. These gigantic agencies are 
organized in every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co¬ 
operation of the farmers to fully de¬ 
velop their energy and usefulness. 
They are local forces working for 
the best interests of their respective 
communities. Their work is to build 
and their object Is to serve. They 
prosper only through the development 
' and prosperity of the community. 

Kvery farmer in this state should 
■ subscribe for the loral paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
publications as he may find pVofltable, 
but he should, by all means, subscribe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should be without It. The local paper 
Is part of the community life and the 
^ editor understands the farmer’s prob- 
' lems. If Is the local press that will 
I study the local probiems and through 
j its columns deal with subjects of most 
vital importance to local life of the 
(Kimmunity. 

A Noble Task. 

In too many instances the country 
papers mimic the city press by giv¬ 
ing prominence to scandals, accidents 
I and political agitation. The new ru¬ 
ral civilization has placed upon the 
rural press renewed responsibilities, 
and enlarged possibilities for useful¬ 
ness It cannot perform its mission 
to aericiilture by recording the frail¬ 
ties, the mishaps and inordinate am¬ 
bitions of humanity, or by flliing Its 
columns with the echoes of the strug¬ 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
stories of city life which lure our 
children from the farm.

Before that day arrives some 
Imlistitute for these valualile things 
will have to be found, and it has beer 
suggested by a scleutlst familiar with 
the subject that the logical successor 
will be glass. 

Glass can be made to meet nearly al' 
the requirements of iron and steel and 
with improved methods of manufae 
ture will be a great deal cheaper 
There is an abundant supply of the 
materials from which glass is made, 
and long tn-fore iron reaches the oh 
BOlete stage it is more than likely that 
glass will be one of its strongest com 
petltors. 

The chief fault with glass is its brlt 
tleness. but it is possible even now to 
produce a grade of glass which can 
stand a great deal of hard usage and 
serve many of the imriKises for which 
Iron is emi>loyed. The progress of In¬ 
vention is iHUind to evolve a (luallty 
of glass which will be as strong and 
durable as Iron and transparent as 
well. ! 

The use of glass will effect a great 
Improvement In sanitary conditions. 
The hulldlng of the future, aciording 
to this scientist, will have Its walls, 
ceillugs. floors, sanitary tlxtnres and 
almost everything else made of glass.-
